Iu every Christian country and -where- 
over a Christian chances to toe on Christ- 
inas clay, the festival is observed. It is 
particularly the day of days for children 
everywhere, as it should be, being in 
celebration of the nativity of Dim, who 
ever loved .the little ones. 

Whoever can lay claim to the hos- 
pitable hearth of a homo is, unless 
■prevented, sure to Ibe there on Christ- 
arms day. On Christmas, as is so oft- 
en represented In works Of Action, 
and as so frequently occurs in life, the 
prodigal knocks at the door of home, . 
for there is something about the day I pi 
which turns one's mind inevitably to- ' 
ward the parents' roof, land with the 
kindly atmosphere engendered by the 
season the prodigal feels before he en- 
ters, that he is forgiven. 

But all prodigals do not return, and 
there are others who must be far from 
borne when Christinas is at hand. There 
aro those at sea for whom Christmas 
cheer is most welcome. Far away from 
their firesides, too, are many adventur- 
ous spirits, in the gold fields of Alaska, 
where thoughts of home call up to the 
hardy miner visions of her whom he ox- 
pects to claim when his dream of gold 
has taken tangible form. In every land 
aro men and women at this time of 
year, who, while they make tho best 
Of it, feel like exiles. More than any 
other season. Christmastide makes 
homesick all but the most hardened. 
Pilgrimage to Bethlehem 
A thousand years ago the valiant 
knights of tBurope started a crusade 
against the Saracens, who held the Holy 
Jjiuul, and with each crusade went many 
wealthy oxen, and poor ones, too, as 
.pilgrims to the shrine in Bethlehem 
where tradition says Christ was born. 
In those days the pilgrimages wen.' nor. 
only costly, .but extremely dangerous, 
tfor corsairs would overhaul and over- 
come the ships in winch the pilgrims 
had taken passage. And there were 
robbers ashore, too, who plundered the 
godly .men on pilgrimage and even when 
they accompanied the armed forces the 
valiant Turks were -apt to destroy them. 
Although crusade after crusade was 
preachou and undertaken, and thou- 
sands of lives and incalculable treasure 
sacrificed, the dreaded Saracens contin- 
ued to maintain their hold on the land 
of tho Bible. 

In these days pilgrimages are made 
with greater ease and safety, and off- 
en under the direction not of a val- 
iant knight, 'but tourist agent,' who 
has succeeded with money where the 
force of arms .was impotent.. Twice 
a year thousands of Christian pilgrim.; 
from tho JOastorri countries and that 
part of 'Europe where the Crook 
church is a powtuv, visit the Holy 
Land. These .pilgrims come (from 
Russia, the Balkan peninsula and 
parts of Asia Minor. Many of them 
aro quito poor,, and have to beg their 
way. 

Adoration at the Shrine 

At Christinas and at Easter great 
throngs fill the town o& Bethlehem, 
which lies on two hills, about six 
miles south of Jerusalem. On Christ- 
mas morning the Church of the Na- 
tivity, which is the joint property <>f 
tho Creeks, Latins ami Armenians, is 
crowded almost to suffocation. 

After the services the pilgrims seek 
the object of their journey, the Chapel 
of the Nativity, which is in the Crypt 
under the church. It is a small cham- 
ber, about Id feel by 12, and it., 
lloor and walls are. lined with marble. 
To the oast a recess, surrounded by 
silk hangings and by fifteen burning 
lamps is the place in whichl Jesus was 
horn, according to tradition. A (diver 
star let in to the floor records the 
fUCt that •Tlere Jesus Christ t.vas bora 
Of the Virgin Mary." AH day long | 
and until it is dark. pilgrims -come 
and go. 

Observations in Russia 

.Russians, as a people, are very 
religious. With them Christmas, while 
not exciting quite so much interest 
as Easter, is a time of great celebra- 
tion. Christinas 'lay is the great day 
the churches, but tin- festival lasts 



enookhn, which is a corn brandy boiled 
with fruits and spice. 

Blessing the Danube 
From time Immemorial it hits been 
the custom in Kounninia, at Christmas, 
to'bless the Danube. Formerly a scaf- 
folding was erected on the frozen river, 
and on this was a large cross of ice; 
but, owing to the extraordinary number 
of people who .presented themselves, the 
ice frequently gave way and many were 
drowned. 

The ceremony now takes place on 
the bank of the Danube. The poo- 
guition of the occasion, wear 
turbans of colored paper and carry 
long white wands. Certain persons, 
dressed to represent Pentium Pilttte, 
Herod and other Biblical characters, go 
from place to place singing hymns, 
which are almost similar to our own 
Christmas carols. 

At the appointed hour of the cere- 
mony tho notabilities arrive in pro- 
sessional order, accompanied by Hie 
priests. The service lasts half an hour, 
at the close of which the ice is brok- 
en, and a small wooden cross is thrown 
into the water, Hundreds of people 
rush iu after it. ami the person who is 
successful iu recovering it is considered 
very lucky. 

Sometimes the struggle to possess 
these crosses is attended with several 
fatalities, owing to disputes arising as 
to the ownership of the cross. In Ibe 
scuffle which ensues it is said knives 
are sometimes drawn and used without 
scruple. 

The Festival in Servla 

in Servin they keep Christmas Ere 
in it somewhat peculiar way. The fa- 
ther of the family goes into the wood 
and eats down a straight young oak. 
choosing the most perfect thai lie can 
find. He brings if in, saying 

"Good evening, and a happy Christ- 
mas," to which those present reply: 

"May Cod grant both to thee, and 
mnyest thou have riches and honor!" 

Then they throw over him grains 
of corn. Presently the young tree is 
placed upon the coals, when' it re- 
mains until Christmas morning. 

The national dish in Servia is n-ork. 
The poorest family will stint ftsolf 
all through tho year so as to have 
money enough to buy a pig at Christ- 
mas. .Skewered to a long piece of wood, 
tho pig is turned over a tbla/.ing lire un- 
til cooked the guests watching the pro- 
cess with increasing interest. 

After dinner stories are told and 
songs sung. Sanfa Chins, who, in the 
person of an honored guest, is pros- 
cut to receive, instead of to give pres- 
ents, departs, sifter the feast, decorat- 
ed with a longering of cake.r II round 
his neck ami laden with such gifts as 
his friends can bestow. 

Gifts to Birds in Sweden 
Christmas is celebrated in Sweden 
to an extent unknown in our country, 
and the celebration is not over until Jan- 
uary l.'L or "twentieth day Yule." A 
very pretty feature of the festivities 
is thus described by a writer who lias 
visited that country: 

"One wintry afternoon, at Jul-tide 
(as the season is called), I Iliad 'been 
skating on a pretty Jake three miles 
from Gothenburg. On my way home, 
I noticed that at every farmer's house 
there was erected, in the middle of the 
yard, a pole, t" the lop of which wits 
bound a large full sheaf of grain. 

" 'Why is this?" I asked my comrade. 
" 'Oli, that's for the birds, the little 
win, birds. Thev must have a merry 
Christinas, too, you know.'" 

And so it is that let a peasant in 



most a couutry of itself and the ibotile- 
vardior is usually anything but. religious. 
He, .perhaps, does not attend mass, but 
spends; the night visiting the concert hull 
and cafes, and when day lias broken 
you will very likely find him eating 
breakfast, elbow to elbow with ti soil- 
tinted laborer in the Hallos Centrales— 
the great market of Paris. 

Joyous Day in Germany 
The Germans have a truly childlike 
love for Christmas. The spirit of Krlss 
ivringle animates the hearts of rich mid 
poor; faults anil foibles are covered with 
a kingly mantle, and mirth -and jollity 
reign. Every family wants a Christmas 
tree, of course, but if too ipoor to got n 
tree, a bough will give it just lis much 
genuine pleasure and if nut a bough, 

then a twig will do very well. 

There is a general caring for the poor, 
In the schools children are requested to 
bring garments, money or whatever may 
ibe convenient, and in each ward a cer- 
tain time is appointed for tho distribn. 
tin of these. Rich families care for poor 
families individually ami choose gifts 
which will be of real benefit to them, 
hays and baskets are packed with stib- 
tnjntlaJ presents and toys and in ever 
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until Twelfth Night, 
land. 

Ancient Christmas customs 
lag away in the larger citie 
sia, but in some of the remoter prov- 
inces of the empire the old-fashioned 
forms linger. Once upon a time the 
festival seemed to he devoted to the 
amusement of young girl 
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practice entirely conip 
of some wealthy fa mil 
the phioc of festivities, in order that 
there might be no laid; of "good cheer." 

Long before the day arrived the hos- 
tess formally invited her fri Is and 

relatives, and later the family (nurse 
repeated the invitation to the young 
girls. Custom also required the hostess 
to select a young man, who was culled 
the "Kleeted," as the companion for 
each of her young lady guests, and he 
was expected to devote himself exclu- 
sively to uer 'entertainment during the 
festival. In this choice thorhostess was 
obliged to exercise the greater discre- 
tion. 

On Christmas eve the lair maidens 
were carried to the place of entertain- 
ment with great ceremony, long 
trains of sledges, containing friends 
nud servants, attending them. The 
girls were left together to spend the 
evening iiCfeasliug and games. 

The next day, in the- midst 
sports, the "lOlceted" arrived 
were presented . to .the young 
Other guests followed; and' a se 
gaieties began Avjgjvh lasted 
Twelfth Night. Of course, these fes- 
tivities were only "indulged in by th" 
rich; the poor never • .gained" '.. admit 
tance to them, except occasionally as 
maskers or mummers.

On Christmas day the Russian feast 
consists of horeli. a soup made of meat, 
sausauges, 'beetroot, cabbage 'and vine- 
gar; of teclii, a soup of rvibbnge and 
tish or. if the family be rich enough, 
Of .bntrillia, the delight of the gentle and 
simple, and eaten with greater relish 
even than is our terrapin.

of taste, and if we were Russians wo 
would enjoy it. Ratrinia owes its lame 
to lumps of putrid sturgeon, slices of

Quaint Legends of Austria 
Yuletide, as kotii by the non-German 
population of Austria, is very pictures- 
que. On Christinas day [he Coles in 
lialicia attend mass, and then sit down 
to the 'family slipper. The chief dish on 
the table contains blessed eggs, which 
the father distributes. After eating, 
all eyes are closed and all heads bowed 
down to the table, in the .belief' that Ja- 
cob's ladder is then descending from 
heaven, and down the ladder angels are 
coining to bless the worshipers and to 
carry away their earthly troubles to 
heaven. 

Among the Czechs the legend runs 
that he who most strictly fasts on 
Christmas eve will see the Holy Child 
in bis dreams that night, in the even- 
ing the real celebration begins. All 
lights are then extinguished in the 
house; no fire or light is visible. The 
children cluster in fear and remain per- 
fectly silent, as otherwise they know 
they will receive none of the presents 
brought by the Christ Child and hud 
at the entrance of the house. The old- 
er children amuse themselves by throw- 
ing healed lead into water and gath- 
ering from the forms it assumes some 
hint as to the appearance of their fu- 
ture spouses. 

Children's Day in Belgium 
In some of the old Belgium towns 
a beautiful spectacle may be- seen oil 
Christmas eve. Amid the sound of 
drum, cornet, cymbal and a whole or- 
chestra of instruments, with the soft 
chanting of old carols, a long guily- 
deeked procession marches through the 
principal streets; dressed in its special 
color— white, blue, pink or yellow— and 
all bearing some badge or emblem or 
grasping some 'bright ribbon attached to 
a crucifix. 

Hen- and there in the throng older, 
stronger hands bear aloft precious relics. 
Upon which the spectators reverently 
gaze. Many novel features come into 
view as the procession passes along, but 
the prettiest sight is the train of beau- 
tiful children, in fantastic dross, inarch- 
ing over the flower-strewn pavement, 
each small person gravely absorbed iu 
the special part performed. 

Situations at Sea 
On the Grand Ranks, as the great 
North Atlantic fishing grounds are 
known, where fog is nearly always 
present and swift, giant-like ocean grey- 
hounds rush in through the fishing fleets, 
the fishermen ply their calling at Christ- 
mas. as well as other times of the year. 
When on a Christmas day a big liner 
passes within hail of one of the fishing 
boats, it is customary for tlio fishermen 
to request the steamship to "Please re- 
port us," A i sea another ship is the 
most pleasing sight one can have unfold- 
ed t" him, and even when communica- 
tion is carried on only by means of the 
international signal code, which, for- 
tunately, is a universal language, it is 
as dear to the hearts of the sui lor or fish- 
erman as words spoken.

LOS ANGELES HOTEL 
DESTROYED BY FIRE 



Two Hundred Thousand Dollar 
Blaie In the Garden

Los Angeles, Cal., Dec. ill.— The 
Vannuys Hotel on Broadway, one of 
the finest first-class hostelries in the 
city, located in the heart of the busi- 
ness district, was ruined by lire early 
today. One hundred attld ten guests, 
most of whom were in bed when the 
lire broke out. escaped in their night- 
clothes, and nearly all suffered the loss 
of their baggage and personal effects. 
Five firemen were injured by the col- 
lapse of a lloor. Fire Chief Lipps 
was also seriously cut by falling glass 
The financial loss will approximate 
$200,000. 

The origin of the lire lias not been 
definitely ascertained, though it is sup- 
posed to have started in the basement 
or engine room ot the hotel. The 
flames spread with great rapidity, and 
in thirty minutes from the time the 
first alarm was turned In the whole 
building was ablaze. All of the guests 
were able to escape by way of the 
stairways and elevators, although the 
corridors were densely filled with 
smoke and many were nearly suffo 
cated.

The troops entered, but they 
were met with rifle lire, and they re- 
tired and again bombarded the house. 
Shortly afterwards a white Hag was 
again waved and the surrender of the 
revolutionaries was completed." 

The correspondent also describes the 
fighting in other sections of the city, 
resulting in every ease In the defeat 
of the revolutionaries.

In the discussions of this time any ref- 
erence whatever to these Imperialistic con- 
siderations which have so much.

The first stage was reached wheal the 
American colonies sloughed off as the 
result of oiliclal incapacity. In that 
England only learned half a lesson. 
Her people began to look upon colonies 
irs an extravagance and a burden, the 
natural course of which was to be- 
come Independent, The result of thai 
policy, if It had been successful, would 
have been to have stripped Great 
Britain ol forty or fifty of her colonies 
and left her reduced to two small 
Islands in the Northern Sea with a re- 
dundant population, isolated without 
support or sympathy from any living 
soul outside, would have sunk Into a 
fifth-rate power, barely existing a id 
rvt the mercy of lis great competitors. 

It has been reserved to the present 
generation to enter upon the third

rorize the government by Buerrlla 
warfare, in which bombs will play the 
chief role. The government having 
embarked on a war against the "reds," 
I; is difficult to .see how it can draw 
back one step. 

The acceptance by Governor-General 
Dubassoff or Moscow of the offer of 
the notorious reactionary, Prince Te- 
herbatolT, to organize the "loyalists" as 
a militia, lias created a shudder of 
horror. 



St. Petersburg, Dec. 24.— (8:30 p. m.) 
— Willi Moscow's baptism ot blood the 
revolutionaries made Rood their threat 
to transform the strike into armed 
rebellion, and t lie next forty-eight 
hours should determine whether they 
can marshal sufliclevtt strength to 
•plunge the country into an active state 
of civil Avar and seriously threaten the 
immediate downfall of the govern- 
ment. 

The government professes confidence 
that the whole attempt will fail, owing 
to the Insufficiency of anus in posses- 
sion of the proletariat and by reason 
of the loyalty of the army as a whole, 
but its calculations might again lie 
rudely upset. A few arsenals might 
be seized to furnish arms, ofc the 
open support of a few regiments might 
start a landslide in the army. Cer- 
tainly the shrewdest of the revolu- 
tionary leaders fully appreciate that 
the issue must be decided by the atti- 
tude of the army, wh'tch lias yet to 
cast the die. Instructions have gone 
forth that risings must occur every- 
where in order to test the troops; 
and if a foothold can be secured, it 
is the intention of the revolutionaries 
to set up a provisional government and 
proclaim a. republic. 

Fidelity of Troops Doubted 

Thus far reports from Moscow do 
not clear up the vital point as to 
whether any of the troops there actu- 
ally refused to obey commands, al- 
though there are persistent rumors 
that they did. Revolutionary leaders 
here claim to have confirmation of a 
report that a grenadier brigade and 
some Cossacks mutinied and are now 
locked up in their barracks. 

While the military succeeded every- 
where in driving the insurgents from 
their barracks in Moscow Saturday 
•Night, the defeat was evidently not a 
decisive one, as barricades were again 
thrown up in dozens of places tills 
morning and lighting resumed before 
11 o'clock. 

The Associated Press understands 
that orders have been issued for an 
uprising here, but the government's 
measures seemingly render this im- 
possible. No meetings, public or pri- 
vate, are allowed, which makes an 
assembly of more than live persons in 
a private lodging illegal. 

The Prisons and Jails Are Filled 
with revolutionary leaders and agi- 
tators. Two coaches of arms have 
been seized and an entire organization 
consisting of .100 "crujina," as the 
student militia is called, has been cap- 
tured. 

Rumors were purposely circulated 

that a conflict would be inaugurated 
at a demonstration of workmen in the 
Nevsky prospect this afternoon, hut 
they proved to lie unfounded, li was 
a bright, crisp winter day, and smart 
sleighs and equipages of the aristoc- 
racy, with their occupants cloaked in 
sables and other rich furs, were out in 
force. Only the sullen faces of the 
crowds of strikers on the sidewalks 
and the heavy horse and foot patrols 
on every block looked ominous,

hardened nnd prepared to transgress com- 
mandments or divine and eternal obllgn- j 
tlonJ Let us lii all lawful expedient ways 
try to ensure to every man bis weekly 
dn'v of rest, though that, may not In all 
eases or on all occasions coincide with the 
Similar. By all means lawful lei us try 
to lead men to what we believe a right 
observance or that day. Itul us christians 
we have no right to go further than St. 
Paul did when "one man esteemed one, 
day above another," while •'another (H- 
tremed everv day alike." the apostle only 
said, "Let every man be fully persuaded 
In bis own mind."

•. ciiic coast may be changed.

Detective Preston of the Vancouver 
police force was in the city yesterday, 
making further Investigations concern- 
ing the career of the fugitive Harry 
Fisher, or Jones, and Mrs. Jackson and 
Mrs. Jones when in Victoria. He re- 
cently returned from Alberni after 
making similar investigations there. 
The two women are under arrest at 
Vancouver, charged with perjury: 
while Fisher, or Jones, lied to Blaine, 
where he was arrested also on a 
charge of perjury. As mentioned in a 
Colonist despatch yesterday, perjury 
not being an extraditable offence, the 
Blaine authorities released Jones, who 
immediately disappeared. Mrs. Jones 
is said to have been known ta Vic- 
toria some years ago as Mrs. Foote, 
living with her husband in 'bo district, 
Foote died and there was considerable 
litigation over the estate. Airs. Foote 
in that way came In for more or less 
notoriety. 

Young Jones when in Victoria was 
ii member of the militia, and the local 
police say that the mail now calling 
himself Fisher is undoubtedly Jones. 
He was here In 1897, when arrested 
and sent to New Westminster. After 
leaving New Westminster Jones he- 
came Fisher. 

Before coming to Victoria. Detective 
Preston, in company with Detective 
Waddell,' searched the Jones residence, 
C.ir> Davie street, and fou.id many let- 
ters. Mrs. Jackson had many corres- 
pondents who were women friends in 
Victoria, Alberni. Cowichan, Brighton 
(Eng.) and Toronto. Tile letters con- 
tained many favorable references to 
Jackson, who seems to have been a 
verv popular person. Several hours 
were devoted to classifying and ar- 
ranging the scores of letters femud in 
the trunks of the two women, says the 
Province. An insurance policy for 
51,000 in the Imperial Life on the life 
of Jackson in favor of his wife was 
found in one of the trunks. It showed 
that the premiums have been paid to 
date. Evidence indicating that the 
dead man also owned valuable mining 
claims on Vancouver Island and in the 
Skeena Ulver district was also secured. 
Home of the correspondence respecting 
the mining properly consisted of com- 
munications from mining recorders in- 
dicating that all the assessments to 
date had been recorded. Mrs. Jackson 
informed the police that she yesterday 
made application to the insurance 
company for payment of the amount 
of the policy. . 

The Melville street tragedy elicited 
a number of letters of sympathy from 
friends In Victoria. Another package 
consisted of letters addressed by 
Fisher to Mrs. Jackson. They were 
written at Alberni. when Fisher was 
engaged with Jackson at n. mining 
camp.

He had 
evidently left in a hurry, as various 
articles of clothing were piled on the 
unmade lied, and other garments lit- 
tered tin- floor. His effects showed 
that he had been employed at Rue's 
store in New Westminster, ami in the 
street car service al Seattle. 

The News-Advertiser says: "The 
police admit that their bands have 
been unduly forced in this matter. 
They were quietly wailing and watch- 
ing developments when the news- 
papers look up the cry, ami as a result 
of the Interviews and stories appearing 
in prim. Fisher was discharged from 
liis position in the grocery store, and, 
unable to obtain employment in Van- 
couver, left for Hi.' C'nlted States. 
Naturally lie is loath to return to a 
city where his name has been held up 
to public suspicion in the manner thai 
it has been, and he will light extradi- 
tion to Hie bitter end. It Is true that 
the police were abmlowitig Fisher and 
knew of his departure, bul they were 
Heading on delicate ground and it was 
thought wise to consult legal authority

The Douglas fir— the great lumber tlui- 
her— disappears as we go uorth of Queen 
Charlotte Sound, and the spruce, one of 
Ite hest pulp timbers, take.- Its place. As 
pulp timber, says n Vancouver writer In 
the Canada Lumberman, vve have spruce, 
and a limber which Is similar to spruce, 
commonly culled lareb, also white flt and 
hemlock, and In the Interior tboru are 
eottouwood and poplar, which make the 
cheaper grade of pulp. Although the coast 
Is rough and broken wit li mountains, still 
the timber run be taken out cheaply, espe- 
cially for pulp purposes. There are muny 
places that would he difficult to get logs 
out of, for lumber purposes, owing to the 
steepness of the ground, hut pulp timber 
which Is cut Into cordwood, could easily 
he run out by flume to the water; there- 
fore .on- Coast timber, from i t.-s locution 
aim lis quality, is more suitable for pulp 
purposes than for luinher. Looking over 
the estimates of experts, as to the nun. 
her of cords of pulp timlier per ocre, In 
Ontario, we hud the average about 13, 
and I his Is well known to he a corrvrl es 
llinote. A conservative estimate on our 
Coast would place it -it 35 cords of pulp 
timber io the acre, imr timber is of u 
softer character and therefore easier 
worked.
